FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
May 6.—-The new Zeppelin, Hinden- 
burg, took off today on its first 
‘North Atlantic flight for Lake- 
hurst, N. J., at 9:30 p. m. (2:30 p. 
m., St. Louis time.) 

The 813-foot airship headed for 
Holland and the Engiish Channel 


with Zeppelin officers predicting the 
dirigible might fly over London to- 
night, 

Extra beds were installed for four 
additional last-minute passengers. 
Twenty sacks of mail and two and 
one-half tons of provisions for the 
passengers and crew were stored 
aboard, together with 60 tons of oil 
for the four Diesel motors of the 
craft. | 

Departure was delayed because 
warm weather during the day and 
because the train carrying passen- 
gers from Berlin arrived late. 

In addition to the 51 passengers, 
the dirigible carried a crew of 56. 
The freight compartments were 
packed with 3300 pounds of cargo 
and the mail weighed 1984 pounds. 

With 50 passengers and a large 
cargo of mail aboard, the Hinden- 
burg is scheduled to arrive at Lake- 
hurst, N. J., Saturday afternoon.

SNAKE-CHARMER, BITTEN 
BY ADDER, LOSES LEFT ARM 


Reptile Farmer From Louisiana 
Was Treating Sick One in 
Montreal Hotel. 

By the Associated Press. 
MONTREAL, May 6.—-A police 
guard over a small Montreal hotel 


was withdrawn today after a 
black adder which bit Edward 
E. Smith, snake charmer of 


Schriever, La., was found coiled in 
its case. Smith’s condition was re- 
ported improved after his left arm 
had been amputated to stop the 
spread of venom to his heart. 

Smith was bitten last night as 
he attempted to give the sick rep- 
tile medicine. No one seemed to 
know how the snake got back into 
its glass cage in Smith’s hotel room. 
Adelard Forget, operator of the 
hotel, said Smith, known as “Abul 
Saud,” Egyptian snake artist,” had 
tossed the adder back into its cage 
after he was bitten. Smith’s hotel 
room, however, had been turned 
upside dewn, bed clothes and the 
mattress lay jumbled on the floor, 
amid Smith’s clothing, suitcases 
and pictures of snake charmers. 

Police were summoned after 
Smith ran to a drug store for first 
aid. They established a guard over 
the hotel. An alarm was broad- 
cast for Miss Florence Zoda, 
Smith's assistant, after police de- 
cided she was the only person who 
could charm the reptile back into 
its cage. Miss Zoda has not been 
found. 


DISCOUNT RATE RAISED 
BY BANK OF FRANCE 


Effort to Halt Flow of Gold From 
Country Following Leftist 
. Victory. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 6.-The Bank of 
France today increased its discount 
rate to 6 per cent from 5 per cent. 
The increase comes in the midst of 
foreign exchange assaults on the 
franc with financial circles hear- 
ing rumors that the coming Leftist 
government may devaluate the 
franc. 

Marcel Regnier, Minister of Fi- 
nance in the present government, 
announced yesterday that the franc 
would not be devaluated under Pre- 
mier Sarraut. 

Approximately $25,000,000 worth 
of gold started for New York today 
on two ships. 

The regents of the Bank of 
France increased the rate in an ef- 
fort to halt this outward flow of 
gold which has cut heavily into the 
gold reserves of the bank in recent

Fines totaling $4000 were assessed 
against the National Retail Credit 
Association, its affiliate, the Na- 
tional Consumer Credit Reporting 
Corporation, four credit reporting 
bureaus and five executives of these 
organizations today when they 
pleaded guilty before District Judge 
Davis of criminal contempt of an 
anti-trust injunction issued by him.

Charges against four of the de- 
fendants were dropped. These were 
Frederick & Nelson Co., of Seattle, 
Wash.; Rand & Co., of Springfield, 
O.; George Stifel & Co., Wheeling, 
W. Va., and George Taylor & Co., 
Wheeling, W. Va. 

The defendants were charged 
with engaging in monopolistic trade 
practices forbidden by Judge Davis 
in an injunction issued in 1933 
when he signed a consent decree 
terminating an _ anti-trust action 
against the National Retail Credit 
Association. 

The Government alleged the Na- 
tional Retail Credit Association and 
its members, including most of the 
local. retail credit reporting agen- 
cies in the country, had arranged 
exclusive territories for each mem- 
ber and had agreed not to deal with 
non-member agencies. Merchant 
members were alleged to have 
agreed not to supply credit infor- 
mation about their customers to 
credit reporting agencies which 
were not members. 


“No Contest” Pleas Rejected. 


Counsel for the defendants other 
than Hulse, the National Retail 
Credit Association, and the Nation- 
al Consumer Credit Reporting Cor- 
poration, both of which have offices 
at 1218 Olive street, sought to offer 
pleas of “no contest” and have pleas 
of “guilty” entered in the record, 
but Judge Davis refused to accept 
the “no contest” pleas. In making 
the offer, counsel contended their 
clients were not responsible for the 
acts which formed the basis of the 
Government’s complaint. 

The fines were imposed in ac- 
cordance with an agreement 
reached before the case was called 
in court. The amounts were as rec- 
ommended by the Attorney-General 
through United States District At- 
torney Harry C. Blanton, who rep- 
resented the Government in court. 

Lawrence McDaniel,.attorney for 
the National Retail Credit Associa- 
tion, in a statement read in court 
and filed with the record, promised 
that hereafter the practices to 
which the Government objected 
would be forbidden to its members 
by the association. 

All “individual” members, such 
as stores and merchants, McDan- 
ie] said, would be required to stip- 
ulate as a condition of their mem- 
bership in the association, that 
they would not agree, tactily or 
otherwise, to refuse to answer “di- 
rect” inquiries for credit informa- 
tion. The term “direct” inquiries 
refers to inquiries which ane mer- 
chant might address to another, 
without referring the matter to a 
credit reporting bureau. 

All credit reporting bureau mem- 
bers, McDaniel added, would be re- 
quired to offer their services to 
members and non-members alike 
with no price or other discrimina- 
tion, except that bureaus owned hy 
member merchants might charge

BARTOW, Fia., May 6.—Six days 
after a band of men had flogged, 
tarred and feathered three Modern 
Democrats, delivered to them by 
Tampa police, Chief of Police Titts- 
worth, a defendant in the flogging 
trial here, wrote Mayor R. E. L. 
Chancey of Tampa, exonerating the 
police department, suggesting that 
two of the victims had flogged their 
companion, and describing efforts 
to involve the police as “of a polit- 
ical nature.” 

The letter was produced by May- 
or Chancey, a State witness, and 
introduced in evidence this fore- 
noon over the objection of the 
Mayor’s brother-in-law, Pat Whita- 
ker, chief of defense counsel. It 
was written as a report after Sam 
J. Rogers, one of the yictims of the 
flogging, was quoted in newspaper 
interviews as naming a policeman 
as one of the men who forced him 
into a car in front of police head- 
quarters which

in a hospital dying of his injuries, 

succumbing three days later. 
“Nothing Wrong With Them.” 


After reporting that neither Rog- 
ers nor Eugene F. Poulnot, the other 
flogging victim, both of whom have 
testified, told a motorist. who took 
them to Tampa after their experi- 
ence of what had befallen them, 
Chief of Police Tittsworth reported 
that “there was nothing wrong 
with them” at 2 a. m., four hours 
after their release, and added “it 
may be that nothing had happened 
at that time or they didn’t want 
that fact known because they had 
perpetrated the crime themselves 
or some other reason.” 


“At all events, and whatever may 
have happened, the evidence shows 
and I am convinced,” Chief Titts- 
worth wrote, “that none of our of- 
ficers participated in the mob vio- 
lence either directly or indirectly. 
In the first place I can conceive of 
no motive they could have had. In 
the second place, I know the offi- 
cers on duty that night and those 
who participated in the arrest and 
questioning of these men and know 
they are not men who are calcu- 
lated by nature, intelligence and 
citizenship to participate in any- 
thing of this kind. I am sure that 
anyone of them would have done 
anything in his power to have pre- 
vented such a thing had he known 
it would happen. And it is my opin- 
ion that the efforts to make it ap- 
pear that police officers had a 
criminal connection with the mat- 
ter is of political nature.” 


Denies Rogers’ Statement. 


Chief Tittsworth wrote the Mayor 
that he had interviewed Rogers at 
the City Hospital and said he “made 
it clear, definite and certain, he 
was in no way abused and mis- 
treated at headquarters” and that 
he went “willingly” in the automo- 
bile with a man who was not a po- 
liceman whom he regarded as a 
friend. 

The chief described Rogers’ pub- 
lished statement that he was scared 
and thrown into the car by a po- 
liceman as “entirely false.” 

It will be recalled that Rogers 
testified at this trial that C. W. Car- 
lisle, one of the defendants, whom 
he had known for several years, 
assisted in blindfolding him after 
leading him to a car on the pre- 
text of taking him home. He has 
never said he was physically mis- 
treated at police headquarters 
where he was taken without a war- 


rant.

WASHINGTON, May 6. — The 


revised Ellenbogen bill, setting up 
a Federal] commission to control | 
the textile industry, was reported 
favorably to the House today by its 


Labor committee, 

The approved measure repre- 
sented two rewritings by a Labor 
sub-committee and was minus sev- 
eral provisions to which mill opera- 
tors objected at hearings. 

The final redraft’s outstanding 
feature is creation of the commis- 
sion with authority to establish 
minimum wages on the basis of a 
85-hour week. 

In making his report, Chairman 
Connery of the Labor committee, 
said he would ask the Rules com- 
mittee immediately to give the bill 
@ preferential status, 

Sub-committee Report. | 

Connery also filed a report of the 
sub-committee, headed by Repre- 
sentative Keller (Dem.), Illinois, 
which said the measure could meet 
constitutional tests. The report 
added that the Government should 
co-operate in eliminating out-of- 
date machinery, now used by the 
industry, and in establishing inde- 
pendent sales agencies. 

Among the major items dropped 
from the original bill by Repre- 
senative Ellenbogen (Dem.), Penn- 
sylyvania, were: A bar on child la- 
bor, for which was substituted a 
provision that there should be no 
differences in wages, because of 
age or sex, for the same work; 
a denia) of use of the mails to per- 
sons violating provisions of the 
bill; a requirement that all mills 
obtain a Federa) lieense in order 
to operate; an arbitrary minimum | 
wage of $15 a week for unskilled 
labor, representing $38 to $4 a week 
more than was provided in the NRA 
textile code. For this, the commit- 
tee substituted an authorization to 
the commission to fix a minimum 
wage. 

In informed circles it was said 
the House leadership preferred to 
sidetrack the bill until the Supreme 
Gourt has decided the fate of the 
Guffey Act, controlling the bitum- 
inous coal industry. | 

Special Reference to South. 

The Keeler sub-committee report 
made special reference to Southern 
mills. 

“The management of Southern 
Millis,” it said, “would save itself 
much worry, much time and ulti- 
mate financial loss if it would com- 
ply with maximum hours, minimum 
wages, abolition of child labor and 
the right of colleetive bargaining.

The first truek detachment to 
enter the capital contained main- 
ly Eritreans, with the white troops 
following. 

With the special newspaper cor- 
respondents’ unit which entered the 
city with the first troops wes Mrs. 
James Vinci Rieci, the wife of a 
New York doctor. She enlisted as 
a volunteer nurse in the Italian 
campaign and accompanied the 
troops into the interior after three 
months’ work on a hospital ship. 

Marshal Badoglio’s main force 
consisted of the mechanized units 
of the Sabauda division and other 
privileged units especially chosen 
to represent the whole Italian army. 

These were headed by the Sec- 
ond Eritrean Brigade of Askaris 
and included the Forty-sixth and 
Sixtieth infantry regiments calied 
“Gotti,” a group which contained 
mixed regiments of Fascist Black 
Shirts, Alpine units, Grenadiers, 
Bersaglieri and frontiersmen. 

The column contained about 1300 
trucks and automobiles, 

Marsha] Badoglio entered the city 
at 4 p. m. yesterday on horseback, 
a contingent of armored cars pre- 
ceding him while 59 airplanes flew 
overhead. Marshal Badoglio went 
immediately to the Imperial Palace 
where the Italian flag was raised. 

Much of the City Sacked. 

The troops found the French 
Sisters’ Mission in flames and much 
of the city sacked from the native 
riots and pillaging since the Em- 
peror abandoned the seat of his 
Government last Saturday. 

The residents of the American 
legation had been driven ‘te the 
British legation, guarded by barbed 
wire entanglements. 

The Italian troops were fired on 
by small bands, hidden in eucalyp- 
tus groves, byt there were no cas- 
ualties. 

Both native and foreign popula- 
tions greeted the Itelian occupa- 
tion with cheers, welcoming a feel- 
ing of security after four days of 
wild experiences, 

Marshal Badoglio formally re- 
opened the Italian legation which 
had been closed since Count Luigi 
Vinci-Gigliucci, former Minister to 
Ethiopia, left last Oct. 26 after 16 
days of defiance to Ethiopian de- 
mands that he depart, 

The commander addressed his 
troops, extending thanks for their 
labors in achieving capture of 
Addis Ababa.

Bead Built for Emperor. 

The column swung out of Dessye 
to the southeast on a truck road 
built for Haile Selassie by a Swiss 
engineer in 1932, after the Negus 
had modernized his army. 

Along the old imperial highway 
to the west, 200 kilometers (125 
miles) nearer Addis Ababa, went 
two brigades of native Eritrean 
troops, commanded by Gen. Alle- 
sandro Pirzio-Biroli and brigade 
commanders Gen. Gallina and Brig- 
adier-General Tracchia. 

The imperial highway which they 
traversed afoot was little more than 
a caravan trail straight over the 
mountains, 

Marshal Badoglio considered it 
safer to move the trucks along the 
semi-circle route of the Haile Se- 
lassie highway, though it was long- 
er, because it ran half way through 
friendly Galla territory. The older, 
straighter imperial road headed 
through Haile Selassie’s own Shoan 
territory. 

With the Eritreans far ahead on 
the old road, the motor column 
passed through beautiful mountain 
country. 

This force covered about 78 miles 
the first ‘day and about 47 miles 
the second day, clearing away many 
land and rock slides started by 
Ethiopian troops whe retreated af- 
ter the northern battle of Mai Ceu. 


Many Riyers Forded. 

The column went through blister- 
ing heat of Central Ethiopia and 
had to ford many rivers. After the 
first two days, it was necessary to 
halt for two and a half days at 
Macfud, on the Riyer Robi, allow- 
ing the Eritreans ahead to clear 
the road and occupy strategie posi- 
tions close to Addis Ababa to as- 
sure success in the final stages of 
the advance. 

The road cut sharply to the west 
again after Macfud, swung in the 
direction of Debra Birhan, circled 
east again to Degiat and then took 
another half-circle east to Addis 
Ababa. 

The atmosphere throughout the 
march was joyful, the troops camp- 
ing each night in tents and gather- 
ing about roaring fires for song 
fests. 

The fare was corned beef, with 
what vegetables could be bought 
from Ethiopians. 

Hundreds of natives, still not sure 
of their positions, were seen in the 
mountains, hesitant to come out of 
hiding. 

Marshal Badoglie proclaimed that 
natives, even if they had fought 
against Italy, could submit and gain 
pardons if they appeared within 
one week. 

One small engagement marked 
the entire movement from Dessye 
te Addis Ababa, Askaris killing 14 
Ethiopians, Occasional snipings 
were the only other incidents,

State pensions are now being paid 
to 10386 aged men and women in &t. 
Louis, The average payment is $9 
a month, making the total monthly 
amount of the pensions about $9324, 
the city Old Age Pension Board an- 
nounced yesterday. 

There are 9980 applications on 
file with the local board and inves- 
tigation of 3500 cases has been com- 
pleted. About 56 per cent of the 
applicants are men. 

The number of persons receiv- 
ing pensions in St. Louis was in- 
creased to the present figure from 
a total of 238 in March.

“Today, May 5, at 4 p. m., at the 
head of the vietorious troops, I en- 
tered Addis Ababe.” 

Calling the hour one of the most 
solemn in the 30 centuries of Ital- 
ian history, Mussolini proclaimed:

On the way to her home 
Wolf drove east in Page, and she 
cautioned him because he was driv- 

| ing fast, she said. As they neared 
the light standard another machine 
guddenly appeared in front of them. 
Wolf swerved to avoid a collision, 
and hit the light standard. 

After the crash the machine 
bounced about six feet in the air 
and stopped at the north curb fac- 
ing west. Wolf was thrown out, 
striking a tree. He was uncon- 
scious when police arrived, and 
died on the way to City Hospital. 
He was marriea and resided at 
854 Windom avenue, Overland, 
with his wife, Mrs. Clara Wolf. An 
inquest will be held. 

Following the Van Sant accident 
there was some discussion of remov- 
ing the light standard.

JUSTICE BRANDEIS INVITED 
TO PLAQUE CEREMONY IN CITY 


Marker to Be Placed Where He Be- 
gan Practice of Law at 505 
Chestnut Street. 


A letter has been sent to Supreme 
Court Justice Louis D. Brandeis by 
Kenneth Teasdale, chairman of a 
special committee of the St. Louis 
Bar Association, inviting him to at- 
tend a ceremony, tentatively set for 
June 5, in which a plaque will be 
placed in the sidewalk at 505 Chest- 
nut street. Justice Brandeis began 
the practice of law at that address 
in 1878. 

The letter suggested June 5, twen- 
tieth anniversary of Justice Bran- 
deis’ entry on his duties as a mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court, as an 
appropriate date for the ceremony. 
He was appointed by President 
Wilson Jan, 28, 1916, and confirmed 
by the Senate the following June 1. 

Justice Brandeis was admitted to 
the bar here in November, 1878, and 
became assistant to James Taussig, 
a lawyer at the Chestnut street ad- 
dress. The following year he moved 
to Boston, where he practiced until 
his appointment to the Supreme 
Court.

Injunction Bars New York 
Firm From Declaring Road’s 
Bond Issue Due. 


An injunction preventing the 


Guaranty Trust Co. of New York, 
trustee under a $21,638,000 bond is- 
sue of the St. Louth Southwestern 
(Cotton Belt) Railroad, from de- 
claring the issue due now because 
of a default in interest, was 
issued yesterday by Federal Judge 
Davis on application of Berryman 
Henwood, trustee in bankruptcy of 
the railroad. 

Had the trust company ‘been al- 
lowed to declare the issue due im- 
mediately, instead of at maturity) 
in 1952, a provision in the mortgage 
permitting bondholders to demand 
payment in certain foreign curren- 
cies at the current rate of § ex- 
change would have required the 
railroad to pay $36,637,000, or about 
70 per cent more than the face 
amount of the issue. 

In issuing the injunction Judge 
Davis l.2id that acceleration of ma- 
turity of the bonds would delay and 
in effect prevent consummation of 
a plan of reorganization. The 
mortgage under consideration, he 
pointed out, was the only one of the 
railroad which promised payment 
in United States money or for- 
eign currencies. 

He held also that acceleration 
would create many different classi- 
fications of bondholders, contrary 
to provisions of the amended bank- 
ruptcy law and would deprive the 
Court of its power and jurisdiction 
under that law. The acceleration, 
he said, would work injury both to 
the railroad and its creditors. 

Andrew H. Kiskaddon, counsel 
for the railroad’s trustee, said the 
injunction was the first of its kind 
in a railroad bankruptcy. 

“Judge Davis’ decision was con- 
sidered significant,” said Kiskad- 
don, “in view of the recent decision 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
in effect affirming a decision of 
a United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals that the provision in 
this mortgage for payment of the 
bonds in Dutch guilders was valid. 
Were the principal to be declared 
payable now, the bondholders’ 
claims might be fixed at the cur- 
rent rate of exchange.” 

“Although the St. Louis South- 
western was the only corporation 
directly affected by the decision,” 
Kiskaddon added, “an appeal to 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals and a decision by that 
Court would affect bonds of many 
corporations under mortgages con- 
Naining similar multiple-currency 
clauses.”

HOUSE TAX BILL 
DISASTROUS, SAYS 
HEAD OF RAILWAY 


President Sargent of Chi- 
cago & Northwestern 


Says It Would Block Re- 
organizations. 


URGES GRANTING 
5-YEAR EXEMPTION 


R. V. Fletcher Tells Sena- 
tors Big Debt of Rail- 
roads Makes Levy on 
Surplus Undesirable. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—Fred 
Sargent, president of the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railroad, told the 
Senate Finance Committee today 
the House tax bill would be a “dis- 
astrous blow” at railroad’s work- 
ing out of receivership. He urged 
the committee to give railroads a 
five-year exemption from the undi- 
vided profits tax after a reorgani- 
zation. 
Sergent said the House provi- 
sion for a 15 per cent tax rate on 
companies in receivership failed to 
provide relief for companies going 
through court reorganization and 
fighting to get back on their feet. 
He cited his road as an example. 
The Chicago & Northwestern, he 
said, was now in trusteeship and 
must file a reorganization plan by 
June 27. Because of the upward 
trend in railway receipts, Sargent 
said, “we have reason to believe 
that we can submit a reorganiza- 
tion plan that will pe reasonable 
and just.” 

Cash Reserve Depleted. 
But he said the company’s cash 
reserve was depleted and had to be 
restored. 
“Until this is done,” he said, “It 
would be unwise, and I am sure the 
eminent men of this committee 
would not approve, to distribute 
earnings as dividends.

Before leaving the stand, Sargent 
appealed to the committee to per- 
mit small industries to meet their 
capital fequirements from current 
earnings. 

“While some recognition is given 
to this principle in the bill,” he said, |

establish their credit and be pre- 
pared to make new and progressive

Where the Surplus Went. 

C. J. Ewing of Chicago, president 
of the Single Tax League, de- 
nounced the bill as “a move in the 
direction of Communism.” He said 
it would deny the rights of private 
property by “finding someone with 
something of value,” “taking it 
away,’ and “redistributing it.” Ew- 
ing proposed a tax on monopoly and 
land rents. “It is not the function 
of Government to impede the pro- 
duction of wealth,” he added, call- 
ing for less spending instead of 
more taxes. , 

Frederick V. Geier of Cincinnati 
appearing on behalf of the Cincin- 
nati Milling Machine Co., testified 
the tax on undistributed profits 
would have “an extremely adverse 
effect in selling machine tools and 
heavy goods.” Figures for his and 
three other companies showed they 
retained up to 65 per cent of in- 
come during the boom years, Geier

said, but needed ‘ to carry them 
through five depression years. “We 
would have been broke before this 
time, if this tax bill had been in 
effect,” he added. 

Geier recommended that machine 
tool companies be allowed to set 
aside 40 per cent of net earnings as 
a depression reserve before calcu- 
lating the undistributed profits tax. 
He asked that this be permitted 
until the companies had reserves of 
50 per cent of their capital. 

Possible changes in the bill were 
discussed by some members of the 
Senate Finance Committee today. 

Several Senators studied figures 
presented yesterday by Senator 
Hastings (Rep.), Delaware. Point- 
ing to the rates in the Houge bill, 
he contended that after a corpora- 
tion making $10,000 or more a year 
had put 30 per cent of its income 
into surplus, every additional dol- 
lar saved for surplus would be 
taxed 100 per cent. 

He contended, therefore, that the 


measure was not a “tax bill” but a 
“regulatory bill” designed to force 
corporations to distribute income 
in the form of dividends rather 
than holding it for surplus. 

A word in favor of the bill came 


from Benjamin C. Marsh of the 
people’s lobby, who said it should 
be tried out. He also urged 
creases in the individual income 
tax and other tax changes. 


President Roosevelt had suggest- 
ed that Congress lay a tax averag- 
ing 33% per cent of undistributed 
corporation profits. But the House 
changed this to apply a tax on to- 
tal corporation income, the levy to 
be graduated according to the per- 
centage of income withheld from 
distribution. 


Hastings said that for corpora- 
tions making $10,000, a year or 
more, and saving 10 per cent or 
more of their income the tax on 
the undistributed profits ranged

Dr. L. R. Wolberg of New York 
State Hospital, Finds It 
of No Benefit. 
Dr. Lewis R. Wolberg of Kings 


Park State Hospital, New York, re- 
ported in an address before the 
American Psychiatric Association, 
today that his investigation in the 
use of the drug hematoporphyrin 
in treatment of involutional melan- 


cholia, led him to conclude that the 
drug was of no apparent benefit. 
Other physicians and psychiatrists 
have ascribed curative value to the 
drug. In his study Dr. Wolberg 
had administered hematoporphyrin 
to 10 patients and withheld it from 
10 others, finding that one patient 
in each group recovered.

‘‘That’s Answer to Bloc” 
Bankhead Says After

P, Caucus Tonight.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Repre- 
sentative Bankhead said today the 
administration would attempt to 
meet a move of a House bloc to 


earmark $400,000,000 of new relief | 
funds for PWA with a program of 
Reconstruction Finance VCorpora- 
tion loans for municipal public 
works. 

The Democratic leader made this 
statement to reporters after a con- 
ference with President Roosevelt. 
The chief executive yesterday had 
discussed at his press conference 
the possibility of having the Works 
Progress Administration carry out 
projects of the PWA type with the 
RFC lending communities funds to 
bear their share of the cost. 

Bankhead said he understood the 
White House already had discussed 
the plan with the PWA bloc, head- 
ed by Representative Beiter (Dem.), 
New York. 

House Democrats called a caucus 
for tomorrow night to consider 
earmarking some of the $1,500,000 
of relief appropriation for public 
works. Republicans will assemble 
tonight to determine what position 
they will take on the relief issue 
when it reaches the floor tomor- 
row, 

Answer to Beiter Bloc. 


On returnng to the Capitol after 
his White House visit, Bankhead 
said he believed the RFC was au- 
thorized by present law to make 
loans to municipalities for public 
works but that the matter “still is 
being studied.” 

“If there isn’t the necessary: au- 
thority, we shall try to amend the 
law this session,” he said. That's 
the answer to Mr. Beiter and his 
bloc. | 

The President, Bankhead said, 
authorized him to announce the 
plan for RFC advances in the event 
of a caucus. 

Asked about the possibilities of 
administration suggestions for ad- 
ditional legislation for the season, 
Bankhead said there might be one 
for a new housing bill represent- 
ing a compromise with that already 
introduced by Senator Wagner 
(Dem.), New York. 

President Roosevelt said at his 
press conference yesterday that he 
was opposed to earmarking for 
PWA $400,000,000 of the requested 
$1,500,000,000 relief appropriation 
as some House members advocate. 
This was interpreted to mean that 
Hopkins’ WPA would continue to 
spend the bulk of the relief money. 

There is a long-standing rivalry 
between exponents of the two the- 
ories of relief. Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes, PWA chief, has been 
carrying on heavier construction 
work, while WPA conducts lighter 
projects. 


New System Considered. 


Although President Roosevelt op- 
posed the earmarking for PWA, 
evidently maintaining his stand 
that money spent on such projects 
would not go so far as WPA in 


providing employment, he also 
spoke of the possibility of a new 
system. 


Conferences with House members 
indicated, he thought, that WPA 
could carry out many projects of 
the PWA type, with the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation lend- 
ing communities the money to bear 
their share of the cost. 
Representative Beiter (Dem.), 
New York, declared that he could

The lawyers based their hope on 
a point raised last: Monddy by Fed-

the mails. The Court ruled their 
indictments were faulty because the

EMPLOVABLES TOLD 
TO LOOK FOR J065 


Must Show Three Rejections 
or Be Dropped From. St. 
Clair Relief Rolls. 


Employable members of families 
on relief in St. Clair County will be 
required to make an effort to find 
employment before June 1 or be 


dropped from the relief rolls, A. V. 
Wadsworth, chairman of the St. 
Clair County Emergency Relief 
Committee, announced yesterday. | 

Heads of families on relief are re- 
quired to make formal reapplica- 
tion, which will not be accepted 
until certificates are presented to 
relief officials,. showing that em- 
ployable members have applied for 
work at three local business or 
manufacturing concerns. 

Wadsworth said that when fam- 
ily heads come to get their next 
semi-monthly check they will be 
informed that their relief allowance 
will be stopped at a certain date 
unless they make reapplication and 
present the certificates, which will 
be furnished by the relief commit- 
tee. 

“If a relief client obtains a part- 
time job, but earns less than his 
relief budget,” Wadsworth said, 
“the committee will make an ad- 
justment to bring his total income 
up to the amount of his allowance. 
If he secures temporary employ- 
ment, he will be eligible for rein-- 
statement when his work termi- 
nates. The committee will not 
penalize any client for his attempts 
to find work, but it does insist that 
he do all in his power to support his 
family.” 

A similar procedure was followed 
last June, with the result that 600 
families were taken off relief be- 
cause of re-employment. 

During April the committee cared 
for a total of 3868 families at a 
cost of $82,836. Families of three 
received an average allowance of 
$21. Direst relief cost $71,341, med- 
ical aid $2631, and administration 
$8849. ‘ 

There were 416 families dropped 
from the relief rolls during the 
month, 173 and 79, respectively, be- 
cause of employment by private in- 
dustry and WPA, and 164 for other 
reasons. But 526 families were 
added, 205 because of loss of WPA 
jobs, 213 because of loss of jobs 
in private industry, and 104 for oth- 
er reasons. 


ROOSEVELT URGED 10 SET UP 
NORTHWEST POWER AGENCY 


National Resources Committee Says 
There Is “Imperative Need for 
Legislation.” 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 6. — Im- 
mediate creation of a public cor- 
poration to administer the New 
Deal’s distribution of Columbia Riv- 
er power in Washington, Oregon, 
recom- 
mended to President Roosevsit by 
the National Resources Committee 
yesterday. 

Indorsing the Pacific Northwest 
Regional Planning Commission's 
recommendation for joint distribu- 
tion of power from the Bonneville 
and Grand Coulee dams, the com- 
mittee wrote Roosevelt it wished 
“to emphasize the imperative need 
for legislation in the present ses- 
sion of Congress.” 

With Bonneville Dam, scheduled 
to be completed within 18 months; 
the administration’s chief planning 
agency said “the establishment of 
a power agency is needed to begin 
without delay the important task 
of exploring the alternative possi- 
bilities of rate structure in rela- 
tion to the developing industrial and 
economic problems of the Pacific 
Nortwest.” 

The committee recommended that 
the proposed three-man Regional 
Agency (which would not possess 
as broad powers as the Tennessee 
Valley Authority), set up a “grid” 
network including both present and 
future power developments in the 
Columbia basin, 


DISMISSAL WAGE SCALE 
FOR RAILWAY EMPLOYES 


Management and Labor Said to 


Have Arrived at Virtual 
Agreement.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Moving 


‘| toward accord on protecting rail- 


road employes eliminated through 
consolidations, a committee repre- 
senting railway management and 


‘| labor today reached virtual agree- 


ment on a scale of dismissal wages. 
It is said the scale of dismissal 
compensation ranges up to 60 per 
cent of full pay for five years to 
employes who lost their jobs as 
a result of consolidation. The 
workers would have the option of 
accepting a lump sum payment in- 
stead of the fractional wage over 
the designated period. The rate of 
compensation would be based on 
the ihdividual workers’ length of 
service. 

An employe who had worked for 
a railroad one year, but less than 
two years, would receive 60 per 
cent of full pay for six months, 
or three months’ salary in a lump 
sum. 

From this level, compensation 
would range upward to the maxi- 
mum of 60 per cent of full pay 
for five years or a lump sum pay- 
ment on one year’s salary to em- 
ployes who had been in service 
15 years or more. 

Members of the committee said 
the dismissal wage scale had not 
yet been formally approved, but 
probably would be in the next few 
days.

Boston Doctor Says They 
Relieve Heretofore Inac- 
cessible Gastro-Intestinal 
Ailments. 


Two drugs manufactured in imi- 
tution of natural body chemicals 
that relieve heretofore inaccessibie 
ailments of the gastro-intestinal 
tract, and one of which easily 
abolishes fatigue and depression 
without the ill effects of alcohol 
or narcotics, were described by Dr. 
Abraham Myerson, research direc- 
tor at the Boston (Mass.) State 
Hospital before a joint meeting of 
‘tthe St. Louis Medical Society and 
the American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion at the medical society audi- 
torium last night. ’ 


Although manufactured for a 
number of years, the clinical experi- | 
mental use of the drugs has been | 
confined to the last few months, | 
Dr. Myerson told a Post-Dispatch | 
reporter. They are not yet in gen- 
eral use. In his paper he asserted 
that “within their proper limits and 
under responsible control, these two 
preparations open up a new chap- 
ter in the history of medicine.” 

The drugs are benzedrine and 
mecholyl. They are made by chem- 
ists to give effects closely resem- 
bling those brought about by nat- 
ural chemicals manufactured in the 
vegetative nervous system, Ben- 
zedrine has effects which are com- 
parable to stimulation by the sym- 
pathetic branches of the nervous 
system, and mecholy] imitates the 
effects of the functions of the para- 
sympathetic nervous system.

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stimulation upon fatigue and mood, 
he related, and “easily abolishes 
fatigue and depression without 
changing the personality or deaden- 
ing the intelligence or peychologic 
functions as do alcohol, 
and narcotics.” 
“Ameliorative Agent.” 

As it completely abolishes sleep, 
although in a pleasant sort of way, 
it is used therapeutically only in 
the morning, he said. In certain of 
the depressions of the minor type, 
especially those found in_ the 
neuroses, it acts “as an ameliorative 
agent of importance, although it is 
by no means a cure,” he related. 

“It is possible to raise the blood 
pressure to enormous heights by 
use of benzedrine and to depress 
it in equally potent measure by 
the use of mecholyl,” Dr. Myerson 
said. “The bengedrine can main- 
tain the blood pressure at a normal 
level during the sleep produced by 
anesthetics. 

“By a combination of the use of 
these drugs with others which in- 
crease or inhibit their action, one 
can play upon the functions of 
such structures as the heart, the 
blood pressure, the gastro-intestinal 
tract, the urinary organs,.almost as 
if the body were a test tube and 
one could change its reactions by 
the scientific use of chemicals. 


Gastro-Intestinal Effect. 

“Of a special and startling inter- 
est is the effect upon the gastro- 
intestinal tract of these two prep- 
arations. Amongst the common ail- 


ments of man are those nervous | 


conditions associated with the in- 
creased tone or spasticity of the 
stomach and bowels or the lack of 
tone of these organs. Pyloric 
spasm, spastic colitis, the tonic or 
lax gastro-intestinal tract—all of 
these are clinical problems of ey- 
eryday importance and hitherto 
quite inaccessible to treatment. 

“Spasm of the gastro-intestinal 
tract is immediately relieved by 
benzedrine, and although the effect 
is not permanent and the drug has 
to be repeated, the relief obtained in 
many cases is quite extraordinary. 
An atonic or lax gastro-intestinal 
tract can be brought back to nor- 
mal or even increased tone by the 
injection of mecholyl. One ‘can, 
if one wishes, release the tone of 
the bowel by benzedrine, make its 
spastic by mecholyl, and play from 
one extreme to another with abso- 
lute certainty of results in the most 
amazing way.”

The psychiatrist thinks of all sick 

people as trying to destroy them- 


selves and at the same time fight- 
ing against it, and the physician 
should “throw the weight of his 
knowledge, skill, experience, chem- 
ical, mechanical and psychological 
adjuvants on the side of the em- 
battled life instincts,” Dr. Karl A 
Menninger of Topeka, Kan., author 
of “The Human Mind,” told the 
meeting. 

He characterized self-destruction 
tendencies as suicide, a second 
} class which he called “slow suicide,” 
including alcoholism, asceticism, 
and many of the neuroses, and fi- 
nally, “those more localized strug- 
gies between the constructive and 
destructive forces of life,” in the 
disintegration of an organ or sys- 
tem. 

“The phenomenon of war, which 
now looms again on the horizon, 
would seem jo be the most dra- 
matic exemplification conceivable 
of this human wish to destroy one’s 
self,” he. said. 

To the psychiatrist, the ways 
the patient behaves and feels are 
important data, although the aver- 
afe physician listens to a patient's | 
description of his reactions only | 
through courtesy, if at all, Dr. | 
Menninger went on. The psychia- | 
trist is just as interested, he said, | 
in how a patient reacts to the mak- 
ing of a physical examination as 
in other data from the examina- 
tion, or in observing what the pa- 
tient’s emotional reactions - are 
toward his office nurse or himself. 
as in discovering what is the pa- 
tient’s blood pressure or leucocyte 
count.

Brandt and Randy Moore. 

Today, Ray Benge had won four

LONDON, May 6.-The new cfop 
of British heavyweight boxers evi- 
dently has never heard that the 
huskies from the land of the 
dropped “h” are supposed to assume 
a prone position as soon as they 
enter the ring.

A pair of burly heavyweights, Vince 
Stuart and Roger Hunter, turned 
in a pair of the most impressive 
triumphs to give the home forces 
the victory.

Attorney-General, in Opinion, 
Declares That Betting at Race 
Tracks in New York Is Illegal

ney-General John J. Bennett Jr. 
ruled today that betting at New 
York racetracks is illegal. 

The opinion was handed down at 
the request of Democratic Senate 
leader John J. Dunnigan. 

After quoting from an article in 
the State Constitution and two sec- 
tions of the penal law, the Attorney- 
General held: : 

“From these provisions, I con- 
clude that betting at racetracks is 
illegal in New York State. However, 
whereas the offense was formerly a 
misdeméanor and punishable as 
such, the Legislature under the laws 
of 1926 as amended.in 1934 has made 
a civil forfeiture the sole penalty 
therefor.” 

The section of the laws of 1934, 
relating to penalties, was pointed 
out. 

Briefly, this makes bookmakers, 
previously liable to criminal prose- 
cution, subject only to a civil action 
for recovery by a person or perscns 
who may have wagered with them 
and lost. 

Dunnigan, in asking the opinion

ting as it now exists is illegal, and 
said he might test the law in the 
courts.

A similar resolution was adopted 
by both houses of the Legislature 
in 1934, when a bill permitting 
yopen betting was passed, but last 
year the Senate defcated the meas- 
ure. 

The resolution must be approved 
by two consecutive Legislatures be- 
fote being submitted to the voters.

KING’S EXPENSES

Scottish Laborite Member Says

LONDON, May 6.—The House of 
Commons voted last night to ap- 
propriate £410,000 (about $2,035,000) 
annually for the expenses of the 
British royal family. The vote 
came after a sharp debate in which 
Left Wing Laborites made a strong 
attack on the British monarchial 
system and expenses of King Ed- 
ward and his relatives. 

J. McGovern, Scottish Represent- 


ative and bitter critic of the throne, 
called the position of the King “a 
purely decorative job and a symbol 
of exploitation and robbery.” 
George D. Hardie, another Scottish 
member, contrasted Queen Mary, 
widow of King George, with wid- 
ows of the unemployed.

JAPANESE FOREIGN MINISTER 
ON SOVIET TROOPS IN FAR EAST 


Says Concentration of Soldiers Is 
“Real Menace” to Peace 
in Asia.

TOKIO, May 6—Japan “in her 
solicitude for peace in East Asia 
cannot remain indifferent” to large 
Soviet troop concentrations in the 
Far East, Hachiro Arita, new For- 
eign Minister, told the House of 
Peers today. , 

Japanese-Soviet relations, he add- 
ed, “cannot be said to be altogether 
felicitous . .. The fact the Soviet 
maintains excessive armaments on 
remote outposts of the Far East 
constitutes a real menace to peace 
in this part of the world.” 

Arita, however, stressed Tokio’s 
desire for “normal and peaceful re- 
lations” with the Soviets. 

Arita expressed the hope that 
projected discussions to settle bor- 
der clashes between Japan and 
Manchoukuo on the one hand and 
Soviet Russia and Outer Mongolia 
on the other “will result in an early 
solution of all questions and partic- 
ularly in the exchange of repre- 
sentatives between Manchoukuo 
and Outer Mongolia.” 

“The Japanese Government,” he 
said, “is greatly concerned over the 
inroads of Communist influence in- 
to East Asia. In view of the likeli- 
hood that the Red armies may 
march on northward at any favor- 
able moment we are watching de- 
velopments with particular atten- 
tion.” 


100 ARRESTED IN HUNGARY 
IN ALLEGED NAZI PLOT 


Dr. Zoltan Beszormeny Said to 
Have Confessed Plan for May 
Day Putsch.

BUDAPEST, Hungary, May 6.— 
More than 100 persons have been 
taken into custody, it was estimat- 
ed last night, and additional arrests 
are being made as details of the 
anti-Government plot disclosed 
April 29 are learned. 

Officials said Dr. Zoltan Boszor- 
meny, reported to be the national 
chief of the Nazi movement in 
Hungary, was taken to Pecs for 
hearing. They said Dr. Boszormeny 
admitted the conspiracy to insti- 
tute a Nazi putsch on May day, but 
produced a health certificate which 
showed he was insane. 


Eighteen National Socialist lead- 
ers, including Dr. Boszormeny, were 
arrested April 29. Authorities said 
they found 40 uniforms of Generals 
and Colonels in the Hungarian 
army in his Budapest home.

POWER IS FACTOR 
AGAINST INSANITY 


Dr. David Rothschild Points 
Our Adaptability Often 
Offsets Pathologic Con- 
dition. 


USE OF NARCOTICS IN 
SURGERY DISCUSSED 


Dr. Thomas J. Heldt Says 
They Are Not Necessary 
What 


—Distraction Is 


Patient Needs. 


A theory of the “survival of the 
most adaptable” instead of a sur- 
vival of the fittest was suggested 
by a discussion by Dr. David Roth- 
schild of the Foxborough State 
Hospital, Mass., on senile insanity 
before the rican Psychiatric As- 


sociation af: its annuel meeting at 
Hotel Jef aieon today. 

Many eiderly patients with se- 
vere brain decay have shown much 
less intellectual deterioration than 
other patients with distinctly milder 
brain injury. Many can withstand 
the decaying effects of age and re- 
tain almost full intellectual prow- 
ess. 

It is Dr. Rothschild’s theory that 
one type of patient withstands 
brain decay much better than an- 
other because he possesses “‘greater 
compensatory capacity” than the 
other. 

Pathology Not Whole Story. 

“In the light of the conception 
adyocated here,” he said, “the 
pathologic changes no longer ap- 
pear as the sole determining fac- 
tor of even the most important fac- 
tor in the occurrence of a senile 
psychosis. The person’s capacity to 
compensate for a certain amount of 
tissue damage becomes of imme- 
diate importance. This may repre- 
sent the unknown factor that de- 
termines the occurrence of a senile 
psychosis.” 

In other, words, the person whose 
brain adapts itself to new conditions 
as old age advances retains his 
sanity, just as the ability of the 
polar bear to grow heavy white fur 
allows it to survive in an extremely 
cold climate. This follows the theory 
advanced last year at the associa- 
tion’s meeting that brain injury 
does not necessarily mean loss of 
its functions, which was illustrated 
by the case of a woman who had 
lost one-third of her brain in an 
operation but who retained every 
function except the ability to con- 
centrate on more than one thing at 
a time. 

“It is well known,” Dr. Roth- 
schild pointed out, “that the dif- 
ferent organs have a large fund of 
reserve power. To mention only a 
few examples, the kidneys, lungs 
and even heart may suffer serious 
damage and yet continue to per- 
form their customary functions ef- 
ficiently. It does not seem far 
fetched to presume that such an 
important organ as the brain pos- 
sesses similar potentialities.” 

Use of Narcotic Drugs. 

Use of narcotic drugs in surgery 
is more a habit than a necessity, 
Dr. Thomas J. Heldt of the Henry 
Ford Hospital at Detroit, declared 
in telling how 100 patients were car- 
ried through major operations and 
convalescent periods without the 
use of such opiates. 

Instead of morphine, which has 
the disadvantage of stopping im- 
portant bodily functions, a hypnotic 
drug called novaldin, which ren- 
dered the mind insensible to pain, 
was used. 

Although in ‘these cases all ap- 
peal to the psychiatric and psycho- 
logical was avoided, Dr. Heldt de- 
clared, “the most potent analgesic 
known is mental distraction. Sol- 
diers will continue on in battle or 
carry their wounded comrades from 
the battlefield unaware of their 
own wounds. Religious fervor in 
past and present has blotted out 
physical pain as though it did not 
exist. 

“Generally speaking, 10 minutes 
spent with the patient by an at- 
tending physician qualified to give 
assurance and reassurance will do 
more to allay pain that any dose of 
morphine. But the suggestion is 
impractical, it frequently demands 
inconvenience, effort, and applica- 
tion. Hence, physicians and _  sur- 
geons for the present at least, will 
continue to use opioum derivaties 
and other narcotic drugs.” 

Pain of every kind and degree 
may be relieved by therapeutic 
agents other than opiate derivaties, 
he asserted. In the 100 cases de- 
scribed, all appeal to the psycho- 
logical or psychiatric was avoided. 

Carbon Monoxide Effects. 

Telling how carbon § monoxide 
poisoning, when not fatal, often 
leaves the victim with a loss of 
certain faculties, Dr. Ira C. Nichols 
of Providence, R. I., described the 
case of a young man, resusciated 
from an attempted suicide, who 
suffered the loss of ability to vrite, 
speak clearly, or to tie his shoe- 
laces. By restraining, at the end 
of a week, he was able to speak 
and tie his shoe laces, and after

SLATES, PLATFORM 


Harmony Maintained 
Throughout Convention, 


Not Even Minor Differ. 
ences Reaching Floor. 


48 IN DELEGATION

JOPLIN, Mo., May 6.—The Demo- 
cratic State convention adjourned 
‘here late yesterday after one of 
the most harmonious—and wun- 
eventful—sessions of Missouri De- 
mocracy in many years. 


Delegates as well as convention 
speakers continually discussed har- 
mony and none rose in the party 
councils or convention deliberations 
to disturb the serenity that has ex- 
isted since the rise of the Pender- 
gast Democratic organization of 
Kansas City to dominance in State 
governmental affairs. 

The 4000 delegates listened to the 
keynote address by United States 
Senator Bennett Champ Clark of 
St. Louis County, other speakers 
and convention formalities. They 
then speedily ratified all of the pro- 
gram and slates which had been 
prepared for them in advance by 
party leaders, and called it a day. 

The assembly, preceded by nearly 
three days of pre-convention activ- 
ities, was a novelty in Democratic 
State conventions, in that there 
were no real party fights. The po- 
litical calm of the gathering of sev- 
eral thousand delegates and visitors 
was undisturbed, except for minor 
differences in a few of the con- 
gressional district caucuses, and 
these were not of sufficient impor- 
tance to reach the floor of the con- 
vention, 


Platform Accepted Immediately.” 


The Resolutions Committee, se- 
lected yesterday with representa- 
tives from each of the 13 congres- 
sional districts, was in session only 
a few minutes before reporting on 
a platform which had been pre- 
pared for it in advance of the con- 
vention. The platform, for use in 
starting off the 1936 campaign, was 
adopted by the convention as soon 
as the reading of its text was com- 
pleted. 

Another platform, for use ‘te the 
campaign after the August primary 
election will be adopted at the can- 
didate and state committee plat- 
form convention to be held in Jef- 
ferson City in September. 

The platform, as had been expect- 
ed, directed that the Missouri dele- 
gation to the national Democratic 
convention which opens in Phila- 
delphia on June 23, be “unqualified- 
ly and unalterably pledged to vote 
as a unit” for the renomination of 
President Roosevelt. The Missouri 
delegation, with 48 members, _in- 
cluding delegates-at-large, will have 
30 votes in the national convention. 

The Democratic national and 
State administrations were com- 
mended by the platform. Varying 
from the frequently used term 
“priming the pump,” it declared 
that by the use of Federal funds 
“the springs of the nation were 
primed to activity,” and business 
had been taken out of “the bogs 
which submerged it.?; Direct aid 
to agriculture, unemployment re- 
lief and passage of social security 
legislation were cited among the 
achievements of the national ad- 
ministration. 


Brief Reference to G. O. P. 

Only brief reference was made to 
the Republican party. The platform 
charged national insolvency had re- 
sulted “from 12 years of Republic- 
an misrule,” and declared the coun- 
try’s wealth since had been’ en- 
hanced $100,000,000,000. It charged 
the “unwise policies" of the three 
Republican administrations preced- 
ing the Roosevelt administration 
had plunged the country into the 
depression.

You will no doubt be surprised to know that, 
according to the figures furnished me from his 
records by the State Auditor, the citizens of St. 
Louis have paid into the State , in sales 
tax since the law went into effect Jan. 15, 1934, 
to March 1, 1936, $3,404,214.45, and that, accord- 
ing to data supplied by Gov. Wallace Crossley, 
State Relief Administrator, the City of St. Louis 
has received from the State during the same 
period, for direct relief alone, $4,630,533.13. 


Some of the persons, including city officials, who 
read that letter are surprised to know that St. Louis 
received more than it paid in, and are attempting at 
the moment to obtain a breakdown of the figures for 
the purposes of study. : 

Assuming their accuracy, however, what of it? It 
is not necessary for Bt. Louis to apologize to the State 
of Missouri on the score of financial contributions. 
We refer the Governor to an analysis made by the 
office of City Collector Baumann of State: Auditor 
Smith's report for 1933 and 1934. It shows that St. 
Louis paid 36.9 per cent of the total State revenue 
from real and personal property tax, income tax and 
merchants’ and manufacturers’ tax for those two 
years. Excluded from the analysis are the sales tax 
and the State levy of 2 cents a gallon on gasoline. If 
those two taxes had been included, the proportion of 
Missouri revenue paid by the city would be far great- 
er than the 35.9 per cent figure. 

In the period covered by the City Collector's com- 
putation, St. Louis paid out $6,528,133 in State taxes 
and received back from the State only $1,700,855. 
Gov. Park should realize the danger of inviting 
comparisons between the city and the State, espe- 
cially in a situation where the opinion is general 
that the State is seeking to evade its responsibilities.

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MORE THAN ONE COLLAPSE. 
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TODAY AND TOMORROW 


By Walter Lippmann 


VER since October, the League, the Brit- 
E ish Government and the Emperor of 

Ethiopia have been gambling on the 
opinions of two groups of experts: the mil- 
itary men who told them that the Italians 
could not conquer the country in one cam- 
paign and the financial men who assured 
them that Italy could not finance a second 
campaign. The military men were wrong, 
disastrously wrong, and as a result, the 
League has suffered a stunning defeat, the 
British Government a serious loss of pres- 
tige and the Emperor has lost his throne. 

Whether or not, as Mr. Eden has just said, 
the statesmen “have nothing to reproach” 
themselves for, “nothing to apologize for,” 
depends upon whether one believes they 
were justified in relying upon the military 
advisers who told them that Ethiopia could 
not be conquered before the rains begin 
again this summer. For everything that has 
been done by the League and by the British 
has been sheer speculation based on that 
military prediction. 

The Italian war of conquest began in Oc- 
tober. In the same month, the League took 
the positive decision to oppoge Italy by cut- 
ting off part, but not the most important 
part, of her trade. It took the negative deci- 
sion to refrain from a blockade or the clos- 
ing of the passage through the Suez Canal. In 
other words, the League decided to let the 
war go on for one campaign, but to attempt 
to injure Italy’s financial position so that 
it would not be possible for Mussolini to con- 
duct a second campaign.

This was the policy of sanctions. While 
there was a great pretense that these sanc- 
tions were a solemn application of the Cove- 
nant, anyone who reads Article 16 can see 
that they were no such thing. The sanctions 
envisaged by the Covenant are a blockade 
and military intervention to stop the passage 
of troops. The application of the Covenant 
in the Ethiopian affair would have required 
the closing of the Suez Canal and the stop- 
ping of all Italian trade. The sanctions of 
the Covenant are meant to stop a war. The 
sanctions adopted at Geneva were meant to 
stop the war next year if the Ethiopians 
could hold out that long. 

Now, the League Powers had reasons, 
which they no doubt felt were compelling, 
for refusing to apply the Covenant to stop 
the war. The British fleet was not strong 
enough in the Mediterranean to risk a war 
with Italy. The French, thinking of the 
greater danger in Germany, were unwilling 
to let the British risk a war with Italy, much 
less to participate in such a war. So the de- 
cision was taken not to oppose Italy by 
measures which would, if successful, stop 
the war. 

No one can quarrel with their decision un- 
less he is prepared to say that both Britain 
and France should have staked everything, 
and faced a great war in Europe, in order to 
prevent the conquest of Ethiopia. But when 
that decision had been taken, the real trou- 
ble began. The British, unwilling to fight 
Mussolini, nevertheless insisted upon fight- 
ing him a little. 

They wanted him stopped, but as cheaply 
as possible. They wanted to vindicate the 
law and the Covenant without risk or sac- 


rifice. So they struck, not at his invading 
armies, but at the living conditions of his 
civilians at home. This turned an unpopular 
war of African aggression into a patriotic 
war for the defense of Italy's existence. They 
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The Ethiopian Gamble 


encouraged Ethiopia to resist rather than 
to submit and make terms. They staked the 
prestige of the League upon the pretense of 
“collective security,” when in fact the meas- 
ures adopted were so many blank cartridges 
meant to impress by their noise rather than 
by their effect. 

All of these things made sense only if it 
proved to be true that Italy could not con- 
quer Ethiopia this year, that the Emperor 
could hold out in the field until summer, 
that Italy would be financially prostrated be- 
fore next autumn. These things did not prove 
to be true. The military advisers were wrong, 


and if Mr. Eden and the British Government ° 


have anything to reproach themselves for, it 
is that they risked so much, that they built 
a policy for the League and the Empire on 
nothing better than the opinion of men who 
under-estimated the Italian army, over-esti- 
mated the Ethiopian army and exaggerated 
greatly the difficulties of the terrain and the 
climate. 
« s + 

The radical defect of the whole policy was 
that it was a matter of guessing and bluff- 
ing. For some strange reason, the advo- 
cates of collective security seem to have 
persuaded themselves that collective resist- 
ance to aggression has some magical virtue 
which makes it unnecessary to mean what 
is said. There is no such magic. 

Collective bluffing, as we have seen in Man- 
choukuo and in Ethiopia, is no more effec- 
tive than individual bluffing. One nation 
can defy 50 nations that do not mean what 
they say just as well as it can defy one na- 
tion. The inaction of 50 states is no bar to 
aggression, even if the inaction is solemnly 
described as collective security. 

The virtue of collective security is that if 
many nations act together, their action may 
be so overwhelming that no one of them is 
vitally endangered. But their action will be 
overwhelming only if they are prepared and 
willing to act. The League Powers knew 
they were not prepared or willing to act. 
What is more, Mussolini knew they were 
not prepared or willing to act. And it is, 
therefore, difficult to see how they can jus- 
tify a policy which had no better basis than 
some supposedly expert opinion that they 
need not rely upon their own strength and 
determination because nature and the Ethi- 
opian army would vindicate their cause.

Mrs. Stephens was a daughter of 
Col. James H. Moss, Columbia law- 


yer and veteran of the Mexican 
War, and a granddaughter of Judge 
Warren Woodson, prominently iden- 
tified with the early history of 
Central Missouri.

Clubfoot Inherited. 

He pointed out that clubfoot is

for less remote crippling agency. 
This is by no means true. Cripple- 
dom is progressive and its devel- 
opment does not stop with growth 
nor even at middle age, but it in- 
creases its disabling features into 
the higher decades.” 
Many conditions potentially dis- 

abling have a long period of laten- 
cy, he explained. Certain spinal 
disorders, hardly suspected through 
early adult life, bring symptoms 
with increasing years and accom- 
panying increasing weight and 


strain. 

“The condition is dubbed spinal 
insufficiency or weakness and the 
patient, who may be a mechanic, is 
bluntly told to change his occupa- 
tion at middle age. Yet, there may 
have been a time for prevention at 
adolescence when he complained of 
eecasional discomfort.” 

Surgery Value Is Long-Range. 

Dr. Steindler emphasized the 
point that the value of surgery can- 
not be estimated from immediate 
effects but only in the light of re- 
Mote results in adult life. “It took 
us almost 40 years to come down 
from the glaring claim of 90 per 
cent cures for congenital hip dis- 
location to evaluate end results by 
teexamining the patient in adult 
wile and middle age.” 

There should be no age limit in 
the care of the cripple in general, 
he concluded. “Crippledom is more 
than a one-act play with infancy 
and youth for a background; it is 
the drama of a lifetime.” 

The society is expected to pass a 
resolution today urging Federal 
legislation to provide funds for the 
tducation of crippled children. The 
Social Security Act at the present 
time provides for the care and cure 
of crippled children. Another reso- 
lution pending asks for intensifica- 
tion of the program to provide 
ofitable employment of the phys- 
‘ally handicapped.

The bankruptcy case of Stanley 
Epstein, real estate dealer, was 
closed today by Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy John A. Hope without ap- 
pointment of a trustee or examina- 
tion of Epstein.

However, included in the 
list of assets was $130 in claims re- 
ported to be uncollectible and a 
$200 automobile, in which Epstein 
was found to have no equity. 
In his voluntary bankruptcy peti- 
tion, Epstein, who had his office at 
822 Chestnut street, included vari- 
ous secured and unsecured claims 
among his liabilities. He resides 
at the Roosevelt Hotel.

CURB EXCHANGE APPROVES 
UNLISTED TRADING CONTROL 


Counsel at House Hearing Says Bill 
Meeta Problem in Construc- 
tive Manner. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 6—Govern- 


ment supervision of unlisted trad- 
ing in securities and registration 
of brokers and dealers in over-the- 
counter trading was approved to- 
day by the New York Curb Ex- 
change. 

In House Interstate Commerce 
Committee hearings on the Senate- 
approved bill to continue unlisted 
trading after May 31, William 4A. 
Lockwood, general counsel of the 
New York Curb, stated its posi- 
tion. : 
“The New York Curb Exchange 
feels that this bill meets the prob- 
lem in an intelligent and construc- 
tive manner.” 

Most of the unlisted trading is 
on the curb. 

Lockwood's statement followed 
testimony by Chairman James M.

HEN your partner opens the 

bidding with one no trump 

there are two things you must 
keep in mind: 

1. Your partner has 43-33 distri- 
bution, the worst possible distribu- 
tion in support of 
a trump suit. 

2. Your average 
expectancy is 
game when the 
combined hands 
hold six honor 
tricks, or five and 
one-half honor 
tricks with many 
honor cards, or 
an easily estab- 
lished five card or 
longer suit. 

If you hold 
about one and 
one-half honor 
tricks you should 
raise to two no 
trump. Even with only one plus 
honor trick you should raise if your 
hand contains a five-card suit head- 
ed by at least the queen. For ex- 
ample, if your partner bids one no 
trump, and you hold Q 8 6 5 3, 
@A72, 6954, & 8 3, you should 
bid two no trumps. Likewise, raise 
to two no trump, with @ 6 4 2, 
@K853,96A76, & 8 5 2, or 
with @AQ643,9 75, @ 8 6 4, 
& 7 5 2. 

Do not forget that when your 
hand contains a large number of 
honor cards, the honor trick re- 
quirement for any no trump bid or 
raise may be slightly reduced. Even 
one honor trick is enough for a 
raise if your hand contains four or 
more honor cards. 

Thus, you raise your partner to 
two no trump, holding @ Q J 3, 
9 Q752,9864, & Q 8&7. 

A Bidding Pitfall. 

Hands with enormous strength in 
honor tricks, but weak in distribu- 
tion, offer bidding pitfalls that only 
the wary can avoid. Here is one 
of them, culled from a recent tour- 
nament.

Some of the best players reached 
unmakeable slams... In a few cases 
the South hand was opened with a 
two bid, the six honor tricks prov- 
ing irrisistible. With that opening 
a siam contract hardly could be 
avoided. . 

But even some of the Souths that 
properly started with a bid of one 
spade reached a slam by later over- 
enthusiasm. North had slightly too 
much to bid one no trump. A single 
raise in spades was chosen as the 
best response in every case. After 
that there were different bids at 
almost every table. Some Souths 
made an asking bid in clubs and, 
getting a positive answer, unwar- 
rantedly went to a slam. Others 
jumped in hearts and refused to be 
signed off short of six odd. 

Actually, despite the imposing 
array of aces and kings, South has 
no right, on a single raise from 
partner, to contract for 12 tricks. It 
is true that North's distribution is 
unfavorable, but it must be noted 
that he could have his raise on 
many other and better distribu- 
tions, without both the ace and 
king of clubs.

OT all effects of the depres- 
N sion are to be regretted. Some 

of them turn out biessings in 
disguise. For instance, there was 
the quirk the depression gavé 
the ambitions of Ida Aplin, scarc- 
ity of employment in her chosen 
profession leading her to accept an 
alternative which has turned out 
better than she expected. Three 
years ago she graduated from 
Cornell with the equipment and 
hopes of becoming an industrial 
designer. She couldn't get a job 
as a creator of fashions in wom- 
en's clothes or other objects of 
beauty or utility. The only open- 
ing that presented itself was that 
of teaching in an institution for 
the mentally deficient. Horrors! 
She hadn't intended to teach oth- 
ers but to create things herself, 
and at least in competition with 
persons on her own mental par. 


However, there was a progres- 
sive superintendent of a modern 
asylum for mental patients who 
was looking for assistance among 
persons with just the attributes Ida 
Aplin possessed, that is to say, 
sound academic and _ technical 
training with the vitality and 
adaptability of youth, sensibilities 
and sympathies as yet unhardened 
to sordid realities. He was Dr. 
Charles L. Vaux, superintendent of 
a State School for the Mentally 
Deficient at Newark, N. Y. ; 


“But crazy people—I’d be afraid 
of them,” wide-eyed, spirituelle, ar- 
tistic looking little Miss Aplin pro- 
tested when Dr. Vaux offered to 
make her head of his Jomestie arts 
department. 


“Not when you know them,” as- 
sured the doctor. “You will not be 
afraid of them. They will be afraid 
of you. Or rather, it is because 
you are not the terrifying type, not 
the big, husky warden type who 
might intimidate them, but one in 
whom they would be likely to con- 
fide, that. I want you. Three- 
fourths of these patients are not 
essentially mental cases at all, but 
personality problems, problems in 
social mal-adjustment. Most of them 
are not aggressively objectionable 
in behavior but just the opposite. 
Their personalities are not posi- 
tive but negative. ‘Their mental 
status is deficient instead of over- 
active in any direction. They have 
been repressed, thwarted, retarded 
until they have lost confidence in 
themselves or lack of restraint and 
guidance in their formative years 
has resulted in bad mental habits. 
They are afflicted, for the most 
part, with the inferiority complex. 
The problem of reshaping their 
modes of thought and forming 
character, while not a simple one, 
presents a golden opportunity to 
serve humanity where it is most 


needed.” 
S Vaux stated the situation in 
which he hoped to enlist the im 
terest and sympathy of a young 
woman in search of a career.

“I am creating and designing 
with human rather than inanimate 
material as I should have been in 
the work for which I prepared my- 
self,” said Misg Aplin. “It is much 
more important and satisfying. And 
there is so much to be done. 

“If it were a hopeless and de- 
pressing field in which I work, I 
could not be so happy about it, but 
it isn’t because of the theories and 
methods Dr. Vaux has introduced 
at Newark which are different 
from those employed in most men- 
tal institutions. Dr, Vaux takes the 
view that only minds actually im- 
paired by disease are hopeless and 
they are greatly in the minority. 
Three-fourths have become mental 
cases through faulty adjustment to 
life about them. Some of those 
who rate the highest intelligence 
quotient are the most badly bal- 
anced, unstable, unreliable. And 
those most retarded or deficient 
mentally may be the victims of en- 
vironment or products of genera- 
tions of undernourishment or im- 
proper nourishment. I had one 
girl in my classes who was so slow 
mentally and physically that she 
was practically inanimate. I sent 
her for basic metabolism tests 
which showed a decided minus 
quality. A system of dietetics to 
correct the physical deficiency re- 
stored also her to mental efficiency. 

“Some of their minds have been 
affected by insecure economic con- 
ditions, by never having had enough 
to eat or a dependable roof over 
their heads. Some of their case 


histories reveal conditions under 
which they have existed that would 


eracy. , 

“For all these cases new stand- 
ards must be set up, new attitudes 
created. Normal living does it. On 
that theory, Dr. Vaux does not be- 
lieve in too much institutionaliza- 
tion. Differing from that of other 
institutions whose whole idea is to 
keep their charges under restraint 
and under guard indefinitely, Dr. 
Vaux’s theory of readjustment and 
rehabilitation, which is proving so 
successful that it is attracting at- 
tention of authorities concerned 
with mental disorders the country 
over, is based on a system of re- 
wards, promotions, paroles and va- 


cations.

at all, There are young chil- 
dren whose personalities would be 
crushed at the outset by institu- 
tional life.

“Altogether out of some

“These out-patients are of course 
under constant medical supervision 
of the school staff and those still 
resident within the institution are 
under constant training toward 
their industrial rehabilitation. The 
point is that in their readjustment 
their environment and manner of 
living corresponds as nearly as pos 
sible to favorable normal conditions 
outside. 

“My own classes,” said Miss Ap- 
lin, “I conduct as nearly as possible 
like a regular grade school for the 
mentally normal. We have grad- 
uating exercises, class pins, diplo- 
mas. The only difference is that 
tests are made not on how much 
they improve academically but how 
much they improve in personality 
adjustment. With an honor sys- 
tem and the hope of parole and 
eventual discharge the patients are 
encouraged and do much toward 
their own rehabilitation.” 

Another advantageous result of 
the depression, which Miss Ap- 
lin pointed out, is that many more 
dependent and mal-adjusted persons 
are being shunted into institutions 
on the pretext of being deficient 
mentally. This is a good thing, be- 
cause the sooner their maladjust- 
ments come to the attention of the 
psychiatrists, the sooner they can 
be rehabilitated to cope with life. 
The institutions, too, it seems, are 
profiting from the depression in 
that a more highly trained person- 
nel is available. 

“We have orderlies and attend- 
ants who are full fledged doctors 
and graduate nurses who have been 
unable to find employment in their 
professons,”. said Miss Aplin.

Why Doctors 
Usually Play 
Good Bridge 


A Physician Explains They 
Have to Develop Analyt- 
ical Minds.

HE advantages of a mefical 
T nadie of mind, as exemplified 
in the grand old game of golf, 
were taken up a few weeks ago in 
this column. But, according: to ad- 
vices from Dr. Harold Hays, of 
New York, there

Mr. Ely Cul- 
bertson is. au- 
thority for the 
statement that 
doctors, as a pro- 
fession, play the | 
best contract | 
bridge of any 
group, with one — 
exception. I am endening 
sorry to say he De. C 
does not divulge what profession 
plays a better game than the medi- 
coes. 
To read how the secretary of the 
American Medical Association, Dr. 
Morris Fishbein, constantly boasts 
in his column about his uncanny 
prowess at the game, you would 
think that we ought to be first. 
I hold a master teacher's certifi- 
cate from Mr, Ely Culbertson my- 
self, which I would like to put on 
record in view of the fact that 
Dr. Fishbein is coming to my towe 
for the meeting of the American 
Medica] Association. 
Trained Mind. 


Well, according to Dr. Hays, the 
reason a doctor is able to play 
bridge better than most people is 
because he is trained to have an 
analytical mind and experience in 
solving problems, 

“To illustrate: A patient de- 
velops a pain in the ear; the drum 
bursts. There is a discharge of 
pus from the ear canal. The pa- 
tient has a moderate amount of 
pain in the ear, perhaps slightly 
tenderness behind the ear. Has he 
or has he not a mastoid infection 
which will necessitate operation? 
The doctor can call to his assist- 
ance many aids, such as blood 
counts, a culture of the pus causing 
the infection, the examination of 
X-ray pictures of the mastoid 
bones. But, when he has placed 
all the pieces of the puzzle into 
place, he must arrive at the con- 
clusion as to wether an operation 
is necessary or not—and that con- 
clusion is based on his knowledge 
of the human mechanism and most 
of all on his vivid recollection of 
previous experience with similar 
cases. 

“Is one placed in any different 
position when he is playing con- 
tract? Isn’t one sure of his con- 
tract only after he has diagnosed 
the various bids and has used “X- 
ray eyes’ to look into his partner's 
and his opponents’ hands, only af- 
ter he has come to more or less 
definite conclusions which are 
based on the ‘anatomy’ of the 
cards, and only after he has sub- 
consciously called upon all his pre- 
vious experiences? And even af- 
ter he has'done all these things he 
may be wrong, or something may 
go amiss in the same way as it 
may in the practice of medicine. In 
the mastoid case, the infection may 
have gotten beyond the ear area. 
Some unfortunate complication like 
this changes the entire picture. So 
in contract a finesse may not work, 
your opponent may have all _ the 
trumps against you, or he may be 
void of a suit of which you hold 
the ace and king.”
